Land-taking for Route 495 has 
been recorded in the Registry of 
Deeds by the Commonwealth. 

The layout includes establishing 
a new highway with limited access 
provisions for a portion of the 
route, beginning at the Tewksbury 
line and extending northeasterly 
for 8,900 feet to High Plain rd. 

Four sections have been laid out 
by the state, on behalf of the town.
